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PREFACE 


Nisky Hill Cemetery is the property of the Moravian Church 
at Bethlehem, Pennsylvania, and the management of its affairs 
is in the hands of the "-srd of Trustees of the Moravian Con- 
gregation at Bethlehem, Pennsylvania, incorporated under the 
act of April 3, 1851, as “The Congregation of the United Breth- 
ren of the Borough of Bethlehem and its Vicinity,” and carries 
on its business under the authority of its charter and the sev- 
eral acts of the Legislature of the State of Pennsylvania perti- 
nent to the activities of similar corporations. 


Section 15 and 16 of the original charter of the Moravian 
Congregation at Bethlehem are applicable particularly to Nisky 
Hill Cemetery, and are quoted herewith as follows: 


Section 15. The said trustees shall have power to pur- 
chase, have, hold and enjoy to them and their succes- 
sors, such tract or parcel of ground and other property 
conveniently situated near or within the limits of the Bor- 
ough of Bethlehem as may be suitable for a new cemetery 
or burial place exclusive of the one now in use, and they 
shall have power to lay out and ornament or embellish the 
ground purchased or procured by them for a cemetery, to 
enclose the same, and to erect such buildings thereon as 
may be necessary for the enjoyment and management there- 
of; to lay out, sell and dispose of burial lots to members 
of the congregation and others, reserving a due proportion 
of the grounds for the interment without charge of de- 
ceased members of the congregation, in conformity with 
the usages of the United Brethren, and they shall or may 
appoint the necessary officers and superintendents, fix their 
several duties and compensations, and make such by-laws, 
rules, regulations and ordinances as they may deem proper 
for the government of lot-holders and visitors to the ceme- 
tery, and for the transfer of lots and the evidence thereof. 


Act of April 3, 1851, Section 15 (P. L., p. 351). 
Section 16. Every lot conveyed in the said cemetery 


shall de transferable with the consent of the trustees, and 
shall .ut be subject to attachment or execution. 


Act of April 3, 1851, Section 16 (P. L., p. 351). 


All lots in Nisky Hill Cemetery are conveyed to the pur- 
chaser by Warranty Deed when paid for, but the rights of the 
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purchasers therein are subject to such rules and regulations as 
may be made, from time to time, by the Board of Trustees. 


Rules and regulations are made, not for the benefit of the 
Cemetery, but for the benefit of the I-* -wners as a whole, and 
are only designed to limit the rights of lot owners in so far as 
such limitation is for the benefit of all. If rules and regulations 
were not made, the exercise by certain lot owners of what seem 
to them their proper rights would interfere with the rights and 
enjoyment of others. It is not the purpose of the Cemetery to 
interfere any more than is absolutely necessary with the wishes 
of its patrons, but the rules and regulations herein contained 
have been found essential for the protection of the rights of 
all, and no rule has been adopted except as absolute necessity 
arose for the preservation of the rights of the lot owners for 
whom the Cemetery considers itself a trustee. 


These rules and regulations may be changed or amended 
at any time by the Board of Trustees and will be so changed and 
amended when any rule is found to be detrimental to the best 
interest of the lot owners as a whole, or when new conditions 
compel the adoption of other or further regulations. 
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PURCHASE OF LOTS 


Lots purchased in Nisky Hill Cemetery are conveyed by 
Warranty Deed and are secured under the Perpetual Charter, 
to the purchasers, their families and heirs, as a burial place 
forever, subject to all the Rules and Regulations of the Ceme- 
tery. 


Lots are conveyed in the following form and manner:

erty of the Congregation in the City of Bethlehem and County 
of Northampton, being lot No......... Subdivision........ of 
Sections. hs (Description of the lot.) 

TO HAVE AND TO HOLD, the said hereby granted lot, 
subject to all the rules and regulations of said Cemetery, unto 
the said part....of the second part, heirs and assigns forever, 
for a Burial Plot, for the said part....of the second part, heirs 
and assigns. And it is hereby expressly covenanted and agreed 
by and between the parties hereto that the said plot of ground 
shall not be used for any other purpose whatever. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, the said party of the first part 
heth hereunto caused its corporate and common Seal to be here- 
unto affixed, and these presents to be subscribed by the Secre- 
tary of the said Corporation, the day and year first above 
written. 


A new deed cannot be issued to replace a deed which is 
lost or destroyed. A certificate setting forth the recorded own- 
ership will, however, be issued on payment of One Dollar 


($1.00). 


No ground in the Cemetery is sold until it has been sur- 
veyed and platted, and the plat or plats have been approved by 
the Board of Trustees. 
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The grade of all lots is established when the ground is pre- 
pared for sale and no change will be permitted. 


To avoid the crowding of monumerts and consequent un- 
sightly appearance to the grounds, certain lots are sold on which 
no monuments are allowed, and the size of the monument on 
all other lots is restricted to four per cent. of the area of the 
lots less than 600 sq. ft. and five per cent. of area on 600 sq..ft. 
and over. 


A lot may be held in joint ownership, but in such cases only 
one monument will be permitted on the entire lot. 


Before lots are placed on sale, trees are planted in accord- 
ance with the general plan for landscape work, therefore no lot 
owner will be allowed to plant a tree, nor to have one planted, 
nor remove the same, without special permission from the Su- 
perintendent, who may decide whether or not it will be advis- 
able. 


PERPETUAL CARE 


Where desired by the purchaser, a deposit for Perpetual 
Care will be included in the purchase price of all lots in Nisky 
Hill Cemetery. 


A deposit for regular Perpetual Care does not include pre- 
paring graves or beds for planting, or care of flowers unless 
specifically arranged for. 


If desired, additional deposits may be made to continue in 
perpetuity the planting of flowers, filling and caring of vases, 
floral decorations at Christmas, Easter, Memorial Day or any 
other. dates designated by lot owners. 


Where it is desired to make a bequest in a will, the follow- 
ing form is suggested for such purpose: 

“I hereby direct my Executor to pay to The Congregation of 
United Brethren of The Borough of Bethlehem and its Vicinity, 
a sum sufficient for the improvement, Perpetual Care and main- 
tenance of Cemetery Lot No....... s Section 72.52 , in Nisky 
Hill Cemetery, same to be received and invested by The Board 
of Trustees of the Congregation of United Brethren of the 
Borough of Bethlehem and its Vicinity, with other funds of 
like. character, subject to the regular form of. Perpetual Care 
Agreement of said Nisky Hill Cemetery. 
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The following is a copy of the Agreement issued for such 
Perpetual Care:

AND WHEREAS, The Congregation of the United Breth- 
ren of the Borough of Bethlehem and its Vicinity has what is 
known as a Perpetual Care Endowment Fund, the net income 
from which Fund is used for the care and maintenance of the 
foundations of monuments and markers, cutting grass, filling 
graves and keeping them in order and beautifying the grounds 
of Nisky Hill Cemetery; 

AND WHEREAS, The party of the first part desires that 
the above described lot shall receive care and be perpetually 
maintained by The Congregation of the United Brethren of the 
Borough of Bethlehem and its Vicinity and has paid to said 
Congregation, the sum of............ ...Dollars ($ 
for that purpose; 


NOW THEREFORE, In consideration of said payment, The 
Congregation of the United Brethren of Bethlehem and its Vi- 
cinity agrees to forever care for and maintain the foundations 
of any monument or grave marker placed on said lot after ap- 
proval of plans and design of such monument or grave marker 
by the said Congregation, to cut the grass, fill any depression, 
resoil and resod when necessary, to keep the lot and graves 
level and in good lawn condition, to maintain paths and roads 
leading to said lot and to do any other work which the Board of 
Trustees of the said Congregation deem proper to beautify and 
maintain the cemetery; 


and further agrees that it will pay into said Perpetual Care 
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Endowment Fund a sum equal to the amount paid by party of 
the first part to party of the second part, and that said fund 
when so paid in by it shall be perpetually loaned out and invest- 
ed, together with other funds of like character contributed by 
owners for the Perpetual Care of lots and the income therefrom 
perpetually used as aforesaid, this investment to be held as a 
sinking fund to perpetually enable the Congregation of the 
United Brethren of the Borough of Bethlehem and its Vicinity 
to carry out the above obligation, and it agrees to exercise good 
faith and reasonable diligence in the management of said funds. 

It being further agreed and understood that said Congre- 
gation of the United Brethren of the Borough of Beth!ehem 
and its Vicinity shall not be responsible for damage to any 
memorials, caused by storms, cyclones, earthquakes or other 
acts of Providence. 

In case said Congregation shall ever cease to do business 
or desire to relieve itself from said trust, it may do so through 
a successor in trust appointed by any court or tribunal of com- 
petent jurisdiction, who may under direction of court hold and 
use said funds for the purpose hereinbefore mentioned.

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TRANSFER OF LOTS 


Lot owners are expressly prohibited from selling or trans- 
ferring their lots, without first obtaining consent of the Board 
of Trustees thereto in writing. All applications to sell or trans- 
fer lots must be accompanied by evidence showing good and 
sufficient cause for making such transfer or sale. In no in- 
stance will the consent of the Board of Trustees be given to a 
transfer or sale of a lot or lots, unless the person making such 
transfer or sale shall pay for the improvement and Perpetual 
Care of said lots, or if the lot is already provided with Per- 
petual Care, the sum of not less than ten per cent. of the pres- 
ent value of the lot or lots, shall be paid into the General Fund. 


Where a lot has been buried upon, the Board of Trustees 
hold that it has thereby become sacred ground, and, as the 
guardians of the dead, they must refuse to allow such lots to be 
sold or transferred and the bodies removed therefrom, except 
in cases where there has been an exchange of lots, and bodies 
have simply been removed to other lots in our Cemetery 
grounds, and except in special cases which cannot be covered by 
any rule, and must receive consent of the Board of Trustees. 


The Board of Trustees cannot recognize, as lot owners, per- 
sons whose names do not appear upon its records. Any lot 
owner may appoint a representative with power to act in all 
matters relating to such lot. Such power must be filed with the 
Board and will terminate at the death of the lot owner. 


The possession of a deed is not sufficient evidence of the 
transfer of a lot from the original owner, and no transfer is 
valid unless proper quit-claim is executed and recorded on the 
books of the Cemetery. 


All interments in lots shall be restricted to the immediate 
family of the owners thereof. 


In case of the owner’s death, the Board of Trustees will 
recognize the rights of the surviving wife or husband and next 
of kin in so far as they are able to ascertain who such parties 
are, but shall not be responsible for errors committed, unless 
they are promptly notified of the death of the owner, and given 
a certificate showing who are the next of kin. 


The question of who would have the right to interment on 
a lot after the death of the lot owner is often asked and it is 
hereby declared: 
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(A) That the surviving wife or husband (as the case may 
be) shall have the first right to interment. 


(B) The original purchaser may at any time designate 
whom he wishes to have buried on the lot, which 
may be recorded on the books of the Cemetery. 


(C) In case the original purchaser does not make such 
designation during his lifetime, the heirs of said 
purchaser may, by an agreement in writing, duly 
signed by all of them determine who among them 
shall have the right of burial upon said lot. 


(D) In event the original purchaser, or his heirs, shall 
not have arranged for such future burials, then the 
direct lineal descendants of such purchaser shall, in 
the order of their death, be entitled to interment 
thereon until the lot shall be filled. 


In case there are no lineal descendants, then the nearest of 
kin to the purchaser shall have the right to interment on the lot 
in the order of their death, until said lot shall be fully occupied. 


Where a lot is owned by a Church, Lodge, or other Society, 
interments shall be limited to the actual members of the organi- 
zation and their husbands or wives, subject to order of such or- 
ganization, 


RECONVEYING LOTS IN TRUST TO THE CEMETERY 


By this is meant: When a lot owner dies, his lot becomes 
the property of his children or other heirs at law, unless other- 
wise devised by will. Should a mercenary or indifferent spirit 
overtake the later owners and they unite in requesting that the 
remains of the original owner and his wife, or others interred 
in the lot, be removed and buried elsewhere, that they may seil 
the lot and profit by the transaction, there is little to prevent 
their doing so. 


But if the lot has been reconveyed in trust to the Cemetery 
and in that reconveyance it is distinctly stated’ who are to be 
buried! in the lot, and that no body now interred in the lot, or 
which may hereafter be buried in it, shall ever be removed from 
it or disturbed, this lot becomes a sacred trust in the hands of 
the Board of Trustees, and the wishes and intentions of the 
original lot owner will be carried out. 
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A Trust Deed will be prepared in duplicate, and recorded 
by the Cemetery for the sum of $10.00. 


The above applies only to lots provided with Perpetual 
Care, as the Cemetery cannot accept a lot in trust without this 
provision. 


In case the lot owner, for any reason, does not desire to 
enter into this arrangement during his lifetime, he may leave 
instructions in his Will to that effect by inserting the following 
clause or something similar:

SINGLE GRAVES 


The price of all single graves now includes Perpetual Care, 
which means the grass is cut and any depression filled level. 
If flowers are planted an extra charge is made for care, which 
may be arranged for with the Superintendent. 


Annual care of single graves purchased in uncared-for 
Sections, before the above plan was adopted, may also be pro- 
vided for by the payment of a suitable fee. 


When remains are taken from a single grave and removed 
to another Cemetery, the single graves revert to Nisky Hill 
Cemetery and charge is made for disinterment. 
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When a single grave is purchased it remains the property 
of the purchaser for all time, unless the body is removed to some 
other location, in which case credit will be given for the return 
of the grave, providing the body is not taken away from the 
Cemetery. 


Arrangements may be made with the Superintendent for 
special care of single graves, including planting, if desired, at 
reasonable prices. Owing to the large number of these ac- 
counts, prepayment of same is requested. 


INTERMENTS 


All graves shall be opened and closed by employees of the 
Cemetery under the direction of the Superintendent, and shall 
be not less than five feet in depth. All graves will be sodded 
level. 


Whenever interments are to be made, previous notice of at 
least 24 hours of daylight must be given to the Superintendent 
in order that the grave may be in readiness. 


DURING THE WINTER MONTHS AN EXTRA CHARGE 
WILL BE MADE FOR OPENING GRAVES. 


All charges for interment must be paid in advance. Funer- 
al Director ordering graves will be held responsible for pay- 
ment of same. 


All delinquent accounts must be paid before burials are 
made. 


No grave will be opened upon any lot, nor interment allowed 
therein, except upon written order or permission of the owner 
of such lot, designating the exact location for same. 


All graves must be lined with bricks, cement vault or other 
durable material. No wooden boxes allowed. All material shall 
be furnished by the Cemetery. 


Graves must be located at least six inches within the 
boundaries of the lot. 


Lot owners who desire to give the privilege for future in- 
terment to relations without consideration, may file such in- 
structions with the Board of Trustees in writing, duly signed, 
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and same will be recorded on its books on payment of One 
Dollar ($1.00) recording fee. 


When an interment is made in a private mausoleum, the 
casket must be metal lined and air tight, and the crypt shall 
be hermetically sealed within twenty-four hours after the in- 
terment. 


No interment will be permitted in the Cemetery, nor in 
any vault therein, unless the proper certificate or information 
is furnished the Superintendent showing the name and resi- 
dence of the deceased, time and place of death, and disease, or 
cause of death. 


Only one interment will be allowed in any grave, except in 
cases of a mother and infant child, or twin children. 


Floral or other decorations will be removed from lots as 
soon as they become wilted or unsightly, and persons wishing 
to retain any must move them within forty-eight (48) hours 
after interment. 


The Cemetery will not be responsible for baskets, ribbons, 
etc., left at graves. Baskets left after funerals should be called 
for within forty-eight hours. 


SUNDAY FUNERALS 


Interment on Sundays or general holidays will not be per- 
mitted except in cases of contagious diseases when ordered by 
the Board of Health or other emergency cases approved by the 
authorities of the Cemetery. Extra time will be charged for 
such interment on Sundays and general holidays. 


JOINT OWNERSHIP 


When a lot is held jointly by two or more persons, an order 
will be accepted from either, or any of them for interment of a 
relative or members of his family, in such part of the lot as they 
may request, unless objections are made by a majority interest. 
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DISINTERMENTS OR REMOVALS 


Remains removed from other cities or cemeteries must be 
accompanied by the proper papers as prescribed by law. 


No disinterment in a lot or removal of a body will be 
allowed without the assent in writing of the surviving husband 
or wife or next of kin to the person whose body is to be disin- 
terred or removed; also written permit, or order, for the same 
from the owner of the lot, or his lawful representative. 


The Board of Health rules do not permit the transfer of 
bodies from one Cemetery to another between May 1 and Octo- 
ber 1. 


Changes of location of interments in the Cemetery will not 
be made between May | and October 1. 


MEMORIALS 


The Trustees have no wish to interfere with individual 
taste in the construction of monuments, or other memorials, 
but reserve the right to prohibit the erection of any structure 
or remove anything which is not considered desirable in the 
Cemetery. 


All memorials must be built of granite or standard bronze, 
except upon written permission of the Cemetery authorities to 
use marble. 


IMPORTANT. To avoid loss or confusion, dealers must 
send a sketch of the proposed memorial for approval. 


All designs must be approved by the Superintendent in 
charge. 


MONUMENTS 


Monuments must not exceed four per cent. of the area of 
lots up to 600 square feet. On lots 600 square feet and over a 
monument may be five per cent. of the area. 


The location of any monument with respect to the several 
boundary lines of any lot must be approved by the Superin- 
tendent. 


Duplication of monuments should be avoided. 
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MAUSOLEUMS 


Certain localities have been chosen by the Board of Trus- 
tees as most appropriate for the erection of Mausoleums and 
these lots are sold with special privilege for such memorial to 
be placed thereon. Building will not be allowed nearer than ten 
feet to any lot line, and in case of buildings more than twelve 
feet in height or fifteen feet in width, additional space will be 
required. 


All plans, specifications and position on the lot for such 
building must be submitted to and approved by the Superin- 
tendent. Only granite and standard bronze will be permitted. 


IMPORTANT! No private mausoleum shall be erected 
without a sufficient sum of money deposited for its care. The 
ravages of time prey severely upon mausoleums and it is neces- 
sary that provision be made at the beginning for keeping them 
in good repair. A trust fund of 50 per cent. of the cost of the 
structure is required by the Cemetery for the care in perpetuity 
of any mausoleum. 


Where a lot is sold for the erection of a vault, no burials 
will be permitted in the ground and no other stone work al- 
lowed thereon. 


No monument nor marker nor other memorial is allowed 
to be placed on lots not paid for or against which any charge re- 
mains unpaid. 


All workmen employed in the construction of vaults or 
tombs, erection of monuments, etc., must be subject to the con- 
trol and direction of the Cemetery authorities. 


All material brought into the Cemetery must be delivered 
to lots on planking, and any surplus or rubbish left thereon will 
be removed at the expense of the lot owner or contractor. 


Adjacent lots must not be trespassed upon. 


To prevent the obstruction of drives or pathways, delivery 
of monumental material and apparatus will not be permitted 
until required for immediate use. 
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CONSTRUCTION 


All monumental work must be so designed and executed 
as to provide the most permanent construction. Vertical joints 
in monuments will not be permitted. 


All monuments or markers must be built of granite or 
standard bronze, except on written permission of the Cemetery 
authorities to use marble. 


Persons engaged in erecting vaults, monuments, or other 
structures are prohibited from attaching ropes to trees, shrubs 
or other objects. 


The ornamental stone work, interior and exterior finish of 
vaults may be done by outside contractors, but the Cemetery 
reserves the right to do all excavation and foundation work. 


After erection of stone work on lots, the grade and sod 
must be restored at the expense of the lot owner or contractor. 


The duplication of a monument should be avoided. 


HEADSTONES OR GRAVE MARKERS 


As a permanent grave marker we advise a tablet of granite 
set level with the ground. This is especially desirable where a 
monument is to be used, as a high marker detracts from the 
beauty of the monument and general appearance of the lot. 


Grave tablets in new sections of the Cemetery shall not 
exceed four or six inches in height when set, twenty-four inches 
in length for adults, and twenty inches for children, and not 
less than six inches and no more than twelve in width, and shall 
be dressed true and level to allow every part at the bottom to 
be in contact with the foundation. In some sections markers 
must be set level with the ground. 


Markers should be set at least three feet from the monu- 
ment and where monuments are contemplated the Board of 
Trustees recommends low grave markers, as high markers are 
detrimental to the appearance of the lot. 


All monuments or markers must be built of granite or 
standard bronze, except on written permission of the Cemetery 
authorities to use marble, and lot owners should not purchase 
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stone until they ascertain whether the ruies will permit its erec- 
tion. 


Photographs will not be permitted on markers, monuments 
or other memorials. 


Double markers, when permitted, must not exceed three 
feet six inches in length and the height must correspond with 
rules governing height of markers in section in which it is 
placed. 


Government headstones made of marble, which is perish- 
able in this climate, will not be permitted except by written con- 
sent of the Superintendent, and must be set in accordance with 
rules governing stones on the lot, but in no case to exceed 
twelve inches in height. For permanency we strongly advise 
the use of granite only. 


Before selecting any monument, marker, settee or vase, lot 
owners are requested to inquire at the Cemetery to ascertain 
whether: or not same will be allowed on their lot. 


Only one corner post will be permitted at the intersections 
of any lots and said corner posts, in new sections of the Ceme- 
tery, must be level with the ground. 


FOUNDATIONS 


Foundations must be paid for befcre any superstructure 
may be erected thereon. 


All foundations shall be put in by the Cemetery authorities 
and will be finished two inches below the surface of the ground 
at lowest point. All markers will be set by the Cemetery em- 
ployees. 


Orders for foundations must be received at least fifteen 
days before stones are delivered; and for mausoleum founda- 
tion,,,at least thirty days. All orders must be signed by lot 
owners. on blanks furnished by the Cemetery authorities for 
that purpose and sketch of stone must be placed on those blanks; 
The minimum depth for foundations shall be five feet, up to and 
including nine square feet; over nine square feet, six feet deep. 


Foundations for mausoleums must not be less than thirty 
inches, wide and eight feet deep. All foundations shall be fin- 
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ished three inches below the surface of the ground at the lowest 
places. Solid foundations are preferred to wall foundations. 


The changing of the grade or the use of spawls between 
base stone and foundation will not be permitted. 


Estimate of cost of foundations will be furnished on appli- 
cation. Extra charge will be made for cribbing. 


No foundation will be put in between May 15.and May 31. 


All heavy teams and monuments must enter the Cemetery 
at the entrance prescribed by the Superintendent and will not 
be permitted when the Superintendent decides that such team- 
ing will cause injury to driveways. In all cases wagons must 
have tires not less than four inches in width. 


Stone contractors are held responsible for damage to lots 
and drives and any damage done must be repaired at the ex- 
pense of such contractor. 


In order to protect paths and grass from injury, planks 
must be laid down while stones are in course of erection. 


The setting of monuments, stones, etc., will not be allowed 
when the ground is so wet as to injure the lots, and lots must 
be left in as good condition as they were when work commenced. 
It must be understood between the lot owner and contractor 
that if any damage or injury be done to the grass, lots, etc., an 
order must be given to the Superintendent to repair same at 
the expense of said lot owner or contractor. 


When stone work or other material is to be removed from 
any lot, application must be made in writing by the lot owner. 
No stone work will be admitted after twelve o’clock (noon) on 
Saturdays, and the erection or setting of all monumental work 
must be finished by one o’clock Saturdays or the day préceding 
Memorial Day, and all rubbish removed. 


The Cemetery authorities reserve the right to stop all con- 
struction and erection between December 15 and March 15. 


The foregoing rules and regulations will be strictly en- 
forced and the Superintendent has the authority to. suspend 
work immediately if they are not adhered to. 
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RECORDS 


No Cemetery in this country has a more complete and per- 
fect record of burials than Nisky Hill Cemetery. 


Being able at any time to know the exact location of any 
burial is of great importance, and so after many years of careful 
and persistent work a system has been inaugurated by which 
there now exists a perfect record of every burial at Nisky Hill. 


There are individual plats of every lot showing the inter- 
ments therein as well as the location cf the monuments and 
markers. Inquiries as to any burial can now be instantly an- 
swered. 


MEMORIAL DAY 


Owing to the large number of pedestrians who visit the 
Cemetery on May 30 each year, it is deemed advisable not to 
allow automobiles or carriages to enter the grounds on that 
day, unless for funerals, which will not be admitted before 2 
o’clock. 


Every effort is made to have all seasonable work completed 
prior to this date, but unfavorable weather conditions often 
prevent this being done, and the Cemetery authorities will not 
be responsible for any delays which may occur. 


The large number of orders received by the Cemetery au- 
thorities in the Spring renders it impossible for all work to be 
completed before Memorial Day, unless ample time is allowed 
and orders must be given accordingly. 


Owing to the uncertainty of the weather, we do not recom- 
mend tender plants set out prior to the first week in June, and 
in no case will the Cemetery authorities be responsible for such 
plants set out previous to this date. This applies to such plants 
as alternanthrea, coleus, etc. 


IMPROVEMENT AND CARE OF LOTS 


All work in the care of lots, planting, etc., must be done 
by the Cemetery employees and no outside gardener will be per- 
mitted to do any work in the grounds. The avenues and walks 
will be kept in good condition and the trees and shrubbery 
pruned. 
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Except where lots are provided with Perpetual Care, ail 
work, such as cutting grass, filling graves, etc., will be done at 
the lot owner’s expense. 


Persons may have such extra work done upon their lot by 
giving an order in person or by mail to the Superintendent, 
who will give prompt and careful attention to all orders for 
which reasonable charge will be made. These orders may be 
made continuous and will receive careful attention each season 
until countermanded. Bills are net and payable thirty days 
after their date. 


When lots are neglected by their owners the grass is kept 
trimmed during the summer and the cost of the work charged 
to the lot, which account must be settled before the lot can be 
used for burial. 


The Cemetery authorities will not be responsible for plants 
killed by frost. 


Plants will not thrive in worn out soil or if not properly 
planted, therefore, while the best possible care is given in all 
cases, plants in beds or graves not prepared and planted by our 
gardeners, will not be replaced if they fail to grow. 


Regular Perpetual Care does not include the care of plants 
or shrubs. 


Only employees of the Cemetery by order of the Superin- 
tendent, will be allowed to disturb the sod on any lot or grave. 
After a bed or grave is prepared owners may, if they choose, 
set out their own flowers. Plants set out in an unsightly man- 
ner or left uncared for will be removed. 


Orders for new work will not be accepted on lots where 
there are accounts past due. 


Echeveria and vase plants, such as palms and ferns, etc., 
are not sold but rented, and they will be removed from the lots 
at the close of the season. 


Vases will be emptied and tender plants will be removed 
from lots after the first frost in Autumn. Lot owners desiring 
to take any plants must do so before this time, first securing a 
permit at the Cemetery office. General cleaning up begins 
about October 1. 
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Coping or enclosures around burial lots will not be allowed, 
nor the erection thereon of anything injurious to the immediate 
locality, or detrimental to the general good appearance of the 
Cemetery. 


Trees or shrubs shall not be planted upon or removed from 
any lot without the approval of the Superintendent. 


Willow, Silver Leaf Poplar, Silver Leaf Maple and Box 
Elder trees, Lilac and Syringa bushes and shrubbery of this 
class will not be allowed under any circumstances. 


If any trees or shrubs situated in any lot shall, by means 
of their roots, branches or otherwise, become detrimental to the 
adjacent lots or avenues, or otherwise unsightly or inconvenient 
to the public, it shall be the duty of the Cemetery authorities 
and they shall have the right, by their proper officers, to enter 
upon said lot and remove the said trees and shrubs, or such 
parts thereof as are detrimental, unsightly and inconvenient, 
and if any lot or any structure thereon shall, by the neglect of 
the proprietor thereof, become unsightly, it shall be the duty 
of the Cemetery authorities, who shall have the right, by their 
proper officers, to enter upon said lot and put it in proper order 
or repair, and make a reasonable charge for the work, and no 
interment shall be made upon such lot until the amount has 
been paid. 


IMPORTANT. If any mausoleum, sarcophagus, vault or 
similar structure erected in or on any lot, shall become dilapi- 
dated or decayed, by reason of the omission of proper provision 
being made by the owner for its repair and preservation, and 
said structure shall be determined by the Board of Trustees to 
be offensive and detrimental to the appearance of surrounding 
grounds, the said Trustees shall have the right and it shall be 
their duty to cause such dilapidated structure to be removed 
and the bodies therein, if any, interred in the earth upon said 
lot and the lot graded and sodded to correspond with adjoining 
ground, and make reasonable charge for work. 


Hedges, fences, wooden or iron markers, wooden trellises, 
metal designs, chairs or settees, wholly or in part wood, glass 
frames or boxes, and large vases or urns, other than granite 
or durable metal are prohibited. 


If any monument, effigy, or enclosure, or any structure 
whatever, or any inscription, or any other thing, be placed in 
or upon any lot, which shall be determined by the Board of 
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Trustees for the time being, to be offensive or improper, or 
injurious to the appearance of the surrounding lots or ground, 
or shall become so by deterioration, the said Trustees, or a major 
part of them, shall have the right, and it shall be their.duty, by 
their proper officers, to enter upon such lot and remove the said 
offensive or improper object or objects. 


It shall be the duty and right of the Board of Trustees from 
time to time, to alter such avenues and walks, and to make rules 
and regulations for the government of the grounds as they may 
deem requisite and proper, to secure and promote the general 
objects and best interests of the Cemetery. 


All trees and shrubs growing in the Cemetery are the prop- 
erty of the Cemetery and not of the lot owners, and whenever 
any tree or shrub becomes objectionable, for any cause what- 
ever, the Cemetery authorities reserve the right to remove said 
tree or shrub at their discretion, and no lot owner shall have 
the right to object thereto. 


DRIVERS AND VEHICLES 


The rate of eight miles an hour must not be exceeded by 
vehicles in the Cemetery. 


No automobile or carriage must be turned around in any 
drive. 


Chauffeurs are requested to drive slowly and to sound horn 
only when necessary. 


All funeral processions while within the grounds will be 
subject to the directions and control of the Superintendent. 


Undertakers must so arrange the time of funerals as to 
be out of the grounds one hour before the end of the Cemetery 
working day. Drivers employed at funerals must always keep 
to the right on the avenues, and remain with their respective 
vehicles during the funeral service, and otherwise conduct 
themselves properly, and in a manner becoming to the place 
and the occasion. After the services are over, drivers of car- 
riages and automobiles must preserve the same decorum in leav- 
ing the Cemetery as in entering it. 
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The Cemetery authorities respectfully request that patrons 
using automobiles in the Cemetery be exceedingly careful in 
driving, especially when meeting or coming near horses or 
pedestrians. 


LOT OWNERS AND VISITORS 


No persons will be permitted to enter the Cemetery except 
through the regular entry gates, which will be opened at 8:00 
A.M. and closed at 5:00 P.M. except on Sundays and holidays, 
when they will open at 8:30 A.M. and close at 5:00 P.M. 


Lot owners and their families will be allowed access to the 
grounds at all proper times, but must observe all rules which 
may be adopted for the regulation of visitors. 


All improper persons, and all those known to have wanton- 
ly violated any of the rules and regulations of the Cemetery 
will not be permitted to enter the grounds. 


Visitors must keep on the avenues or walks, and not pluck 
flowers nor injure any plants, shrubs, or trees, nor remove any- 
thing from the grounds. 


Strangers are requested not to approach a grave during 
funeral ceremonies. 


Persons with refreshments will not be permitted to enter 
the Cemetery. 


Patrons are requested not to offer money to workmen. 


Watering cans or other gardening utensils must not be lett 
on lots. 


Horses must not be left without the driver and must not 
be hitched to trees. 


Persons carrying firearms will not be admitted. 


Photographers are not allowed to take pictures without the 
consent of the lot owners and will in no case be permitted to 
take photographs on Sundays. 


Persons with dogs will not be permitted to enter the 
grounds, unless dogs are held on leash while within the grounds. 
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Children will not be admitted unless accompanied by proper 
persons to take care of them. They must not be allowed to run 
over lots or graves. 


The soliciting of contracts or orders for monuments, mark- 
ers, memorials, or any other work, will not be allowed in the 
Cemetery. 


Payment of all bills past due must be made before an inter- 
ment takes place. 


Bills past due to Nisky Hill Cemetery for labor and ma- 
terial supplied are a lien on the lot until paid. 


IMPORTANT! Orders or messages by telephone are re- 
ceived at the risk of the sender, and all such messages should 
be immediately confirmed in writing by mail or personal de- 
livery. 


The Cemetery authorities will do all in their power to pro- 
tect property, but will in no case be responsible for articles 
placed on lots. 


Any loss should be reported at once and the Cemetery au- 
thorities will do whatever is possible to discover the offender. 


All well disposed persons will confer a favor on the Ceme- 
tery authorities by informing the Superintendent of any breach 
of these rules that may come under their notice. 


Any person violating above rules will be denied entrance 
to the grounds. 


The Cemetery authorities appreciate the co-operation of 
their patrons in their efforts to enhance the beauty of Nisky 
Hill Cemetery and to provide for the continued care and main- 
tenance of the Cemetery for all time.
